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GERMANWARSHIP: 
GUTTED BY FIRE 


The Dreadnought Posen Threatened 
With Destructiona— Damage Be- 
lieved to be Temporary. 


Berlin, Mar. 8—Fire raged for three 
hours on the German battleship Pos- 
en, constantly threatening to reach 
the magazines, according to reports 
received today tfrom Kiel. Though the 
blaze occurred yesterday the govern- 
ment strove to keep it secret. The 
damage will necessitate a few weeks 
in the dry dock tor the Posen, 

Though possibly only temporary, the 
accident to the Posen is a severe loss 
to the German navy, as this German 
“Dreadnought” was to have been com- 
missioned in a few weeks. Originally 
she was named Ersatz Baden and was 
launched in December, 1908. being 
practically completed at the time of 
the accident. 

The Posen is the third German 
‘‘Dreadnought” to have gone into 
commission in the ordinary course, the 
Nassau and the Westfalen being al- 
ready commissioned. The Posen and 
her sister ship, the Rhineland, were 
to thave (been added to the battle fleet 
next month. Like their immediate 
predecessots, they are of 18,500 tons 
displacement, carry twelve 11-inch 
and tweive 6.9-inch guns and have a 
speed of 19.5 knots. Of the German 
“Super Dreadnoughts” the Heligoland 
and Ostfreitzland were launched Sep- 
tentber, 1609. and the Thuringia, in 
November, 

Three similar vessels were laid down 


last year, making a total of ten 
“Dreadnought”’ battleships, besides 
three battleship cruisers in course of 
construction.” ' 


REVOLUTIONISTS BEING TRIED. 


Two Members of Terrorists’ Organize- 
tion in Russia Before Court. 


St. Petersburg. Mar. 7—The trial of 
Nicholas Ischaikovska and 5 
Breshkovskaya,who were charged with 
criminal activity in the revolutionary 
organization, will begin today behind 
closed doors, Tschaikovskaya’s wife 
will ‘be the only person admitted ex- 
cept his counsel. His daughter, Mme. 
Bray, who has worked devotedly for 
her father for the last few years, will 
not be admitted to the trial although 
the law authorizes three relatives or 
friends of the accused to attend. 

Appéals have been made in her be- 
half to the prefect, the presiding judge 
and finally to Premier Tolipin. They 
had the support of the British am- 
bassador, ‘but were unavailing. Mme. 
Breshkovskaya will face her trial 
alone. Her son, her only relative. 
does not share the political opinions 
of his mother and she has disowned 
him, 

His Conviction Certain. 

Ischaikovsskay’s conviction on the 
principal charge in the indictment,. 
membership in the social revolution- 
ists organization and the central com- 
mittee, is regarded as certain, as it 
is known that he cannot support his 
Personal denial with tangible evid- 
ence, and besides the long standing 
general reports of this importance in 
the party will weigh heavily against 
him. The prosecution also will have 
no trouble in proving one, and prob- 
ably two visits made to Russia by 
the accused under a false passport, 

Tschaikovsky is confident of his et- 
fort to reiute the forthcoming testi- 
mony in connection with covert at- 
tacks of terrorism on his part, thus 
forcing the sbandonment of the 
charges.

NAVAL BILL DEBATE 
TO CONCLUDE TODAY 


John Herron, of Alberta, Opposes the 
Gevernment Measure, on the Ground 
That it Does Not Carry Out Wishes 
of the British Authorities—Several 
Other Members Express Their 
Views in Support of the Govern- 
ment Policy and Borden's Scheme 


Ottawa, March 7—The navy debate is 
still dragging out its weary length, but 
tomorrow will probably see the end of it. 
Arthur Lachanes, Liberal member for 
Quebec Centre, re-opened the debate to- 
day, He supported the government bill 
on the ground that it was necessary for 
Canada. The_tendency of the empire 
was to break up, he said, and if the 
British empire breaks up, Canadians 
would need a navy to defend themselves. 
If the empire did not fall, they would 
need a navy to maintain thé supremacy 
of the British navy.“ Canada he argued 
should keep control of her ships in order 
to preserve her autonomy. 

Geo. H. Perley, Conservative of Argen- 
teuil, supported R. L. Borden's policy. 
He said the government had put forward 
its scheme as fulfillment of the wishes 
of British admiralty, yet there was noth- 
ing in the official report of the corfer- 
ence to show that the British govern- 
ment even aprpoved of the proposal 
which the Canadian government had put 
forward. 

On the other hand, what the British 
government suggested was a fleet unit, 
which Canada had refused. John Herron, 
Conservative, Alberta, said that last year 
he had not altogether approved-of the 
resolution which was unanimously pass- 
ed by the house, but he was prepared to 
take his share of the responsibility for 
what had been done. He stood by it 
until the Canadian delegates had return- 
ed from the Imperial conference and had 
shown that they did not intend to stick 


to the resolution nor had the bill at- 
tempted in any way to carry out the 
terms of the resolution, the question

THIRD OF BODIES 
ONLY RECOVERED 


Rescue Work at Scene of Rogers 
Pass Avalanche Disasteris 
Ended. 


—_——— 


Vancouver, B. C., Mar, 7.—With the 
track cleared and traffic resumed at 
midnight, the rush work of rescue 
came to an end this morning on tne 
Canadian Pacific at the snowslide 
scene in Rogers’ Pass. Just one-third 
of the bodies have been recovered 89 
far and two of the aJpanese workers. 
Work will be kept up for several days 
along the edge of the slide near “he 
track in an effort to find more bodies, 
but tonight the officials admited 
that most of the missing must have 
been carried by the front of the aval- 
anche into the chasm of Bear Creek. 
fifteen hundred feet below, and at 
present inaccessible. 

The greater part of the slide taken 
out Sunday and today was removed 
by the shovels of the six hundred 
men engaged, for the use of rotary 
plows was prohibited because of the 
danger there would be of cutting up 
the bodies of the victims who lay 
under the snow, The slide was pack- 
ed like ice, as hard as if it had Veen 
wedged down by a steam roller and 
the men were probably killde without 
a moment’s warning for some of them 
had their picks and shovels in their 
hands as though they were in the act 
of clearing away the first slide. 

No. $7 Returns to Calgary. 

No, 97, the train which beeame 
wedged between the two slides and 
narrowly escaped the one which fell 
just behind it as it entered Field 


station on Saturday afternoon was 
takén back to Calgary today and 
started west again over the Crow’s 


Nest branch of the Canadian Pacific. 

The slide which came so near anni- 

hilating this train was a bad one. 

One engine with a rotary was sent up | 
from Calgary and the slide was so icy 
that the plow was smashed to maten 
wood at the first attack. The rest of 
the slide was removed by hand. 

One Man Escaped. 

One man of the rotary gang escaped 
scot free but he was on the fringe of 
the slide. Lechesne, the fireman of 
the rotary, was standing on the north 
bank opposite to. where the slide 
came down. The force of the preced- 
ing wind caught him and whisked him 
a hundred feet through the air into 
the brush far beyond the northern- 
most limit of the slide. There he was 
found by searchers and is now in a 
Revelstoke hospital, too badly bruised 
to talk. Men who should know, say 
that the wind started a small slide 
from the gully two or three miles 
above and higher than the timber line. 
For at the end that has been carried 
furthest are pieces of evergreen of a 
kind that grows just above the tim- 
ber limit. The big rotary, weighing 
almost a hundred tons, was caught 
up out of cut the where it had tri- 
umphed over the first slide. Turned 
over and over and broken to hundred 
of pieces, but not one of the crew 
could have been alive after the first 
terrific blast for its force shows on the 
trees for all the world like an ex- 
plosion. 

Tracks Now Cleared. 

The tracks at the scene of the ac 
cident were cleared this morning. The 
precise location is one mile west of 
Rogers Pass at the summit of the 
Selkirks. The smallness*of the num- 
ber of bodies recovered has proved 
that the majority of victims were car- 
ried by the second slide into the can- 
yon on Bear Creek, The small army 
of snow shovelers is now busy digging 
out the smaller slide, which occurred 
Sunday forenoon, one mile east f 
Rogers’ pass. It is expected that the 
line will be ope nat midnight when | 
through service will be resumed. 

Passenger train No. 97 west-bound | 
left Calgary at 8.35 this morning for 
Vancouver. It reached eBar Orpek 
station Friday afternoon a few mMin- 
utes~before the firat slide took place 
west of Rogers’ Pass.

Saturday morning 
another avalanche, tearing away a 
portion of a anow shed, occurred one 
mile east of the passenger train. ‘t 
is stated this slide will be removed by 
midnight. Passengers on No, 97 will 
reach here late tomorrow afternoon.

Notice of Resolution iq House Yes- 
terday But Deputy Minister 
Stocks Refuses to Act. 


At the session of the legislature yes- 
terday aftefnoon Premier Rutherford 
gave notice of a resolution to be mov- 
ed by him, designed to further satialy 
those members of the Liberal party in 
the House who have taken ebjection

SIFTON STAYS HANDS 
OF POWER GRABBERS 


Chirman of Conservation Commission 
br seme to Bills Granting Private 


Companies Contro! of Water- 
ways—Explains Position of Com- 
mission. 


Ottawa, Mar. 7.—Hon. Clifford. Sif- 
ton, chairman of the commission vf 
Conservation was interviewed — this 
evening in regard to two bills which 
are pending before the House of Com- 
mons, the Lonk Sault Transmissfon 
line bill, and Jas, Conmee’s bill to 
authorize the building of a canal froin 


Lake Superior to Lake Winnipeg and, 


incidentally to develop power along 
the route. 

Hon. Clifford Sifton said: “The posi- 
tion of the commission in regard o 
the St. Lawrence. Power . company's 
bill is that it is un vise to pass any 
legisiation which will complicate the 
position, or tie the hands of the gov- 
ernment when it comes to decide upon 
applications pending befora it has to 
dam the St. Lawrence river at the 
Long Sault rapids. There is no od- 
jection to authorizing the building +f 
attranamission line, simply, provided 
that the bill does come into foree until 
proclaimed by the  governor-general- 


in-council, but we think the _ bill 
should be confined to that elons. In 
this. way ‘tue whole n:"tter will bo 


left to the responsibility of the gov. 
ernmeny who, we trust, will see that 
the Lony Sault Pow.r scheme is not 
permitted to go through ' 
Public Must Protesi. 
“What is your, position in regard 
to the project?” 

“The position is that the promoters 
are doing everything possible to 
achieve their purposes and it is hig)- 
ly necessary that the press and peo- 
ple who are opposed to it should make 
their opinicns known. A point not 
heretofore mentioned in discussion u 
this project is that channel between 
Barnhert Island and Long = Sauit 
Island is secured to both nations, as 
an_ international waterway, by the 
Ashburton Treaty. It cannot be in- 
terferred with without the conse nt of 
Canada. It would be a very serious 
mistake to admit of any compromise 


of the rights of Canada under that 
treaty. 

“What is your position in regard 
to Mr. Cenmee’s waterways bill?’ 


Opposed to Conmee’s Bill. 

“We are opposed to it in its entic- 
ety. It cannot be seriously claimed 
that the promoters intend to build the 
eanal which is the ostensible object of 
the bill. The cost would be prohi- 
bitive at the present stage of the coun- 
try’s development. 

“No one suggests that iuvoney could 
be raised for such an undertaking. !f 


this view is correct, the*bill would 
simply amount to giving blanket 
charter over the important. water- 
ways and water powers. No public 


benefit can accrne from sucha pro- 


Position. Moreover, the fact that the 
waterways concerned are, in part, im- 
portant international streams is a 


serious Obiection.. Whatever may be 
satd about inland waters there can 
surely be no difference of -opinion 
about the fact. that international wat- 
erways showld be kept absolutely 
under the control of thea govertiment. 
It makes very litth difference how the 
proposed bill is cut down or amended 
Once a company gets a charter it wil! 
have rights that will seriously com- 
plicate the position 
Delicate Position. 

“The commission realizes that ‘t 
is in an extremely delicate position 
in regard to some of the matters which 
are pending before parliament. We 
have no desire whaiever to obtrude 
our opinions unnecessarily, put if we 
are to fulfill our proper functions and 
to be of any service to the public, >t 
is necessary for us to declare r 
position when important national re- 
fources are at stake. We are al! weil 
aware thet members of both houses 
of parliament are anxious to protect 
public rights and I am confident that 
if they study the matter carefully they 
will endorse the stand taken by the 


commission. It is to be noted that in 
case of Mr. Conmee’s bill, the city 
of Winnipeg, the city of Port Arthur, 
Fort William and the province of 


Ontario are all opposing the bill.” 


“What about the Georgian Bay 
eanal in this conection?” 
As to Georgian Bay Canal. 
“We think,” said Mr. Sifton, “that 
the same principals should apply +o 
the Georgian Bay canal. A com- 
pany’s charter was granted some 


yeats ago and now contains a clause 
authorizing the government to take 
it over. It is understood that the 
government did not object to the 
charter being renewed because it was 
only to keep the company’s position 
respecting expenditures and prelimin- 
ary works until the government 
should be in a position to declare its 
policy in regard to construction.” 
“We have, had the. subject under 
consideration and are working on m 
advisory memorandum, recommend- 
ing the fullest preservation of publ’: 
rights upon the Georgian Bay canal, 
with spegial reference to water po x- 
ers. This memorandum will be for- 
warded to.the government for itg con- 
sideration us s00a as it is completed.”

The ppsfessor, speaking in his usual 
voice tohis subject, while the latter held 
a telephone ear-piece in place, command. 
ed him to “Sleep, sleep, sleep! You will 
now go to'sleep and wake up in the place 
where you are now ,one week from to- 
day.” 

Almost at once Anderson's eyes glazed, 
and he sank to the floor appereitly 
sound asleep. The eflorts of doctors and 
others to bring “im back to a normal 
condition have so far been unavailing. 
Pref. Powers declares he will not, come 
to Sagivaw until the expiration of a 
week, and an order has been issued for 
his arrest, 

At the Wesley Tfotel, where Anderson 
has been taken, he lies as though calm. 
ly sleeping, and so far no one has been 
able to restore him to consciousness.

On the main 
line, 8,550 miles ftom Moncton 0 
Prince Rupert, a total of 3.000 miles 
has been placed wnder construction.

T.P. proper in the west. While the 
government end of it still consists 
of a series «7 disconnected sections 
the GT.P. main line consisting >of 
793 miles from Winnipeg to Edmon- 
ton, is complete, end has been in oper- 
ation eighteen months.

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THE “SEPARATISTS.” 

Certain newspapers with more par 
tizanship than sense of humor, speak 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier as advocating 
separation fronr the Empire, No 
doubt there are certain public men in 
Canada today who are advocating sep- 
aration. But who are thoy? Read- 
ers of the newspapers will at once re- 
ply, Mr. Monk and Mr. Bourassa. And 
what ate the political affiliations of 
these gentlemen? Are they followers 
or supporters of Sir Wilfrid Laurier? 
Are they even neutrals so far as he 
is concerned ? 

Mr. Monk is the leader of the Con- 
servative party for the Province of 
Quebec in Federal affairs. He has 
been such for years. No man has at- 
tacked Sir Wilfrid more vigorously or 
more persistently on account of his 
naval policy than Mr, Monk And the 
whole argument of Mr. Monk has been 
and is that Sir Wilfrid is altogether 
too Imperialistic for him; that his 
policy involves Canada accepting more 
responsibilities in connectfon with, 
the Empire than «he should assume ; 
that it involves us in future wars of 
the Empire wherever they may be 
fought or on whatever issues, Our 
position under that policy he graphic- 
ally compared to that of subjects from 
the Roman provinces in the days of 
Rome's greatness, who were brought 
to the capital city to amuse its crowds 
by gladiatorial combats in the arena, 
“butchered to make a Roman holi- 
day.” And so far Mr. Monk has not 
been read out of; the Conservative 
party for advocating these views. He 
continues to sit with Mr. Borden, to 
speak with the authority of leader 
for Quebec, and supposedly, to exer- 
cise that authority in matters of party 
manegeinent and discipfine. Upon 
his utterances Mr. Borden has set the 
seal of the party by, a. serupulous re- 
fusal to say anything whieh could be 
construed as imperilling Mr, Monk's 
position in the party or of expressing 
Mr. Borden’s dissatisfaction that such 
views should be advanced as those of 
the party to the electors: in the Pro- 
vince of Quebeg, 

Mr, Bourassa, though ‘hot a member 
of the House of Commons. speaks al- 
most as authoritatively for the Con- 
servative party, He was a member 
of the House of commons until! he, too, 
became convinced that Sir Wilfrid 
wus too British for him. He cherish 
ed, and made no hesitation to avow, 
the notion that Canada should hold 
strictly aloof from participation in 
any external affairs of the Empire, 
that in short, though Canada might 
or might not remain in the Empire she 
should not be of it, a participant in 
its struggles and a sharer in its life. 
He had to part with these views or 
with his party. He chose the latter 
course. He resigned from the House 
of Commons and ran-as an opponent 
of the Quebee Provincial Government. 
In constituencies in which his sup 
porters ran no Conservative candidate 
was nominated, _ Conservative mem- 
bers of the House of Commons stump- 
ed the Province in behalf of his can- 
didates and the machinery of the 
Federal party was placed at his dis- 
posal, All that seemed necessary to 
number him among the members of 
the party was his formal admission at 
@ patty convention, and there has 
been ne-party convention held since 
that time. So far as recognition, aid 
and counsel by the leadere of the 
party goes to acknowledge that rela- 
tionship, Mr. Bourassa is a full-fledged 
member in the Dest of standing. And 
with the prestige he enjoys as such 
he is orating. in his own virile fashion 
to the French-speaking people of Mon- 
teal and the neighboring constitu. 
enecies, denouncing the malicious im 
perialism of the Government as re- 
flected andeoembodied in the proposal 


to bujld a navy which may some day 
figh:, battles ior the Empire in distant 
waters, 


These are the gentlemen who are 
speaking to the people of Quebec, ap- 
parently for and with the coasent of 


Mr, Borden, They are the gentlemen 
who, when they speak for Quebec Con- 
servatives to the reat of the country 
do not apparently by so doing pre- 
judice their standing with the leader. 
And it is papers sapporting Mr. Bor. 
den in his tacit recognition of these 
gentlemen which have the audacity 
to assail Sir Wilfrid Laurier for hold- 
ing “separatist” views touching the 
relations of Canada to Britain, to de. 
nounce his naval policy as at once dis- 
playing his disioyal sentiments wd 
providing the first step toward their 
accomplishment. It requires steadi- 
ness of nerve to preach disunion in 
Quebec and Imperialism outside Que- 
bee, but it requires a something more 
than nerve to preach disunion in Que 
bee and outside Quebeo to reprovent 
one’s opponent as doing the preach- 
ng.

While the Winnipeg Telegram says 
Mr. Foster was wronged by the judge, 
the Mail and Empire says he was vin- 
dicated by the jury.

POTS OF MONEY FROM 
ENGLAND COMING HERE 


A Great British’ Financier Paints a 
Rosy Outlook for Canada in Ad- 
Gress Before Canadian Club in 
Toronte. 


Toronto, March 7.—Sir wari Spey- 
er, member of the great banking firm 
of Speyer & Co., of London, England, 
was entertained at luncheon by the 

«Canadian Club. The part taken by 
Sir Edgar and the firm of which he 
is a member in the handling of Cana- 
dian securities in London and the in- 
terest attaching to the visit of such a 
prominent financier to the _ financial 
centres of Canada were sufficient to 
attract a large gathering of the mem- 
bers, who greeted the speaker enthu- 
siastically, and listened with close at- 
tention to his address. 


Sir Edgar said in part: Great 
Britain has been for the last few 
months one of the most discussed 


places on earth. It is a good thing 
and a great relief that the elections are 
over, and it were a better thing if they 
had been over in one day, 

Financial Questions and Politics. 

One of the most interesting and im- 
portant issues in this election, and 
one closely affecting business men, 
has been a financia! question, viz., the 
budget. This has been unfortunate 
in many ways, because, if important 
financial questions become a bone of 
contention between rival political 
parties, the consequences are bound 
to affect business adversely. 

As has been truly eaid by a writer 
in the Times, the public becomes 
frightened, not by what is really hap- 
pening, but by what the politicians 
suy is happening, and it is the busi- 
ness of the politician to contend and 
maintain that what is happening, 
when it is due to the action of his 
opponents, can only have the direct 
results. : 

It seems to me that the frightening 
of capital at home, of which we have 
heard so much where it existed at all, 
was more due to the comments on the 
budget than the budget itself. After 
all, it must be remembered that it is 
only a small body of thoughtful voters 
which really weighs the views and 
expressions of both parties, and de- 
ducts a substantial discount for the 
bias of each and’ pays a_ certain 
amount of attention to actual facts. 

Pessimism Due to Exaggeration. 

It is owing to these exageerated 
statements that a wave of pessimism 


has passed over the Britivh Islands | 


and far beyond and that «me people 
really believe that British credit and 
prosperity are fast disappearing, that 
things look exceedingly black, This 
is much to be regretted, and those 
who write and talk in that way render 
their country a poor service. 

Unpopularity of Home Securities. 

A great deal has been said about 
the unpopularity of home investments 
and ‘the export of capital. There is 
no doubt that they have been under a 
cloud, but it is quite another ques- 
tion whether this unpopularity is due 
to government action or to general 
business and trade reasons. 

In politics When you want to make 
out a pretty good case, you have to 
put on the colors pretty think. When 
Mr. Chamberlain wanted to alter the 
fiscal system of Great Britain he 
found it necessary to maintain that 
British industries were dying, and 
that if the present system were main- 
tained the fate of the Empire was 
sealed. This ‘“Leit Motiv” has been 
played with renewed vigor during this 
election, and as a considerable part 
of the moneyed classes, viz., the in- 
vesting public, is in sympathy with 
the Conservatives and tariff reform, it 
is only human that they should take 
a .pessimistic view of the country’s 
future and prefer to put some of their 
money: abroad. 

The Budget. 

As regards the budget, one party 
saw only destruction ahead, the other 
party predicted that the rejection of 
the budget would tbe followed by a 
grave monetary crisis; some very 
imaginative persons saw a 10 per cent. 
bank rate. I need hardly say that 
both sides have grossly exaggerated 
the ease. I do not propose to go here 
into the merits and demerits of the 
budget policy, but only to try to ex- 
plain why home.investments have of 
late been comparatively unpopular 
and why foreign investments ‘have 
been favored. We need not go very 
far to find out the true reason, 

Home investments afte a very eX- 
pensive article, and compared with 
foreign investments relatively too 
high. British Consols were still on 
a 8 per cent. basis, while the ordinary 
stocks of leading railways yielded 
only 4% per cent. It. seems to me, 
therefore, quite a natural cons 
quenee that investors show a bias in 
favor of foreign securities, chiefly be- 
cause they want a better yield for 
their money. It should be remem- 
bered, too, that during the last de- 
cade a great many foreign countries 
have become prosperous, have enjoy- 
ed good credit, and in consequence 
have gained the confidence of English 
and European investors generally. 
And this process is not at an end, 

Prospects of Trade. 

Speaking of trade generally, it seems to 
me there is every reason to take a hope- 
ful view. There is a greater general en- 
terprise in the world, due to greater con- 
fidence, larger gold production, and more 
settled conditions in parts of the world 
where they did not exist formerly, The 
credit of other lands, including the Unit- 
ed States, has been fully restored, and 
Great Britain is supplying them with un- 
precedented amounts of capital. 

It is reasonable to expect, therefore, 
that British imports and exports will 
very largely increase in consequtnce cf 
our exports of capital, and also in conée- 
quence of the large amount of produce 
that other countries are able to send to 
the British Isles in exchange for British 
goods. Add to this the large gold sup- 
plies and you will se® the causes that are 
operating towards a very active interna- 
tional trade. And I do not believe that 
either Conservative or Liberal Govern- 
ment will be able to retard the great in- 
crease in the foreign trade of Creat 
Britain, 

One word about tho savings of Great 


| 


Britain. They have been very large. In 
ons single year Great Britain has been 
able to provide something like £180,000,- 
000 for new enterprises at home and 
abroad after paying for all other needs 
at home, A country that can do that 
cannot be said to be in a critical cr 
alarming condition, 
Need of Better Education. 

In sayirg this, I do not for a moment 
claim that everything is for the best in 
Great Britain. By no means. It must 
be evident to every impartial observer 
that a great deal will have to be done, 
and done quickly, in the old country if 
it is to be fit to run a good race with the 
mest advanced and efficient countries, 
and the first and most urgent require. 
nent in “my opinion is a much moro 
Prolonged, and much better education. 
Because there can be no doubt that in 
this respect Great Britain is today not 
in the first rank, and that is a serious 
handicap. The wealth of a country .i«6 
the qualities and faculties of its people. 

The material wealthy is only the pro- 
duct of labor and skill) What is wanted 
is efficiency and the bringing up of a 
generation with sound ‘bodies, good mus- 
cles, alert minds, and adroit hands, 

I believe, however, that it is recogniz- 
ed by both pelitical parties that the 
need for better education exists, and I 
certainly think that the present govern- 
ment is fully alive to it. The policy un- 
derlying the budget, which has been so 
much discussed, proves in my opinion 
that these who are responsible for the 
government of the country have made a 
correst diagnosis of the ailment from 
which (jreat Britain suffers. 

Effect of Budget. 

The money provided hy the budget 
will indirectly very materially affect the 
education question. Tt will also deal in 
a manner never done before with the 
question of unemployment and poverty. 
By creating insuranve against invalidity, 
death, and unemployment, the pressure on 
the poor will be greatly relaxed, and 
they should be enabled to leave their 
children longer at schoo!, which is one 
of the recommendations made by the 
Poor Law Commission. 

Unemployment is chiefly due to bad 
organiaztion and to the creation of un- 
employables. Under our present organ- 
ization in Great Britain, children leave 
school early, because their parents can- 
net afford to continue their education. 
They are not sufficiently fitted for later 
life, anda great many of them are bound, 
therefore, to drift into casual employ- 
ment, 

One step has already been taken to 
mitigate unemployment by the estab- 
lishment of labor bureaus, and IT hope in 
the future it will be possible to extend 
this labor bureau organization to the col- 
onies, where workmen and laborers are 
needed. Much mutual advantage might 
be derived from the interchange of ideas 
and of people between the mother coun- 
try and her people. Co-operation in all 
social questi#ons between various parts of 
the empire is urgently required. The 
great problem of overcrowding in -the 
cities and rural depopulation, the ques- 
tion of how to make the land more at- 
tractive, are for Imperial statesmanship 
to tackle, and the old country can learn 
many a useful lesson from the oversea 
dominions, 

Favorable Outlook for Canada. 

In conclusion let me repeat: That for 
1910 the indications are favorable to the 
investment of a large amount of capital 
by Great Britain abroad, namely, here 
in Canada, in South Africa, in Australia, 
in India, and in South America. We 
shall doubtless provide a good deal of 
capital also to countries like the United 
States, which are in much need of it, 
and to Mexico. 

These large investments will probably 
tend to a large expansion in exports, 
both actually and in proportion to our 
imports. We shall probably hear nothing 
of “dumping” for some time to come. 

It looks to me as if we had entered 
upon a period of very great and wide 
trade activity, when buyers will ex- 
perience difficulty in getting delivery of 
the goods they want, and when sellers 
will be in the extremely comfortable and 
pleasing position of finding ready buyers.

IMPLEMENT DEALERS 
PROTEST AGAINST BILL 


Measure Introduced inte Legistature 
Designed to Protect Farmers from 
Misleading Contracts Meeting With 
Strong Opposition—Deputation Waite 
on Committee. 


An imposing delegation of agricultural 
machinery men from all parts of the 
province representing the aMssey-Harris 
Ce., the Molin® Plow Co., the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co., the Wéterous En- 
gine Co. and the Cockshutt Plow Co., 
wer present at thelegislative hall this 
morning to meet the legal bills commit- 
tee in protest against the bill introduced 
by Hon. Mr. Cross, respecting agree- 
ments for the sale of chattels. 

Among the delegates were W. G. Hunt, 
provincial manager of the Massey-Harris 
Co,, Calgary; J. McCallum, manager of 
the International Harvester Co,, Edmon- 
ton, and J. Switzer, Wetaskiwin. 

There were also represented by O. M 
Biggar of Short, Biggar, Cowan and Col- 
lison, Edmonton, and Norman MoKenzie 
of the firm of McKenzie, Brown, Thomp- 
son & Frame, one of the ablest lawyers 
of Regina. 

Takes Away Security. 

The implement men contend that the 
bill takes away practically all eecurity 
on every collatera! sold. They point out 
that this spring there will be about $40,- 
000,000 worth of machinery out in the 
province and unless paid for in cash the 
companies will have no idea of their 
liabilities until the agreements as af- 
fected by the new act go through a series 
of legal suits in the courts. 

The government on the other hand say 
that the bill will remove from farmers 
dangers into which they unwittingly fell 
in the past by signing agreements which 
had obscure clauses Branting mortgages 
of all their goods. The bill provides that 
the court shall have the privilege of 
puttng its own interpretation on all col- 
lateral clauses in agreements of sale, 

Want Bill to Stand Over. 

The delegation will ask that the bill 
be allowed to stand over until the clauses 
have been threshed out and their bear- 
ing on the agreements for sales of chat- 
tels are ascertained. 

The delegates also say that the passage 
of the act will remove all their security 
and will compell them to do an entirely 
cash business in future which will neces- 
sarily embarass the farmers. 

Resolution Passed. 

They have with them a resolution 
passed on Saturday evening by the Al- 
herta Implement and Carriage Dealers 
Association. It reads as follows: 

Whereas an act regarding agreements 
for the sale of chattels is now before the 
Alberta legislature eliminating the rea- 
sonable protection hertofore in effect on 
any goods sold under contract agreement 
on a credit basis and settled for by pro- 
luissory notes, and whereas approximate- 
ly 35 per cent. of goods sold under con- 
tract agreement in thisprovince are sold 
on a credit basis and are affected by this 
act. 

And whereas if the act becomes law 
in its present form, as it has already 
passed its second reading, it must 
necessarily follow that no further 
credit can be extended to the consumer. 

Therefore be it resolved that all 
business accepted from now on be @ub- 
ject to a spot cash settlement on de- 
livery, if this act becomes law and all 
representatives throughout the prov. 
ince be immediately instructed to act 
accordingly. 


SYMPATHETIC STRIKE 
BRINGS OUT 100,000 


Strike Leaders in Philadelphia Street 
Car Trouble Are Satisfied With 
the Result of the Call to Other 
Unionists to Protest ainst 
Rapid Transite Company's Treat- 
ment of Men. 


Philadelphia, Mar. 7.—The sympa- 
thetic strike called to help the cause 
of tha street car employees who h ve 
been out for two weeks developed 
today an uiiexpected strength. Disre- 
garding. the extravagant claims of the 
strike leaders who said that between 
125,000 and 150,000 workers had left 
loom and bench, and disregarding 
likewise the claims of the police nd 
Rapid Transit company, who declared 
that only 18,000 had quit, the leading 
newspapers of this city today made a 
mill to mill and shop to shop canvas 
and visited every affected part of the 
city. 

Its report was: “100,000 men and wo- 
men have joined the 6,000 motormen 
and conductors. More than that num- 
ber, according to the talk of those 
already on strike, will be out tomor- 
row. 

The impartial 
that the “sympathetic strikers” 
divided about as follows: 

Building trades, 30,000; Hebrew 
trades, clothing, etc., 30,000; textile 
trades, 12,000; unskilled workmen de- 
pending on skilled textile unionists, 
20,000; miscellaneous, 8,000. 

Figures About Right. 

These figures may be taken as it 
Jeast fairly accurate. Certainly there 
were no less han 75,000 or 80,000 idle 
men upon the streets of the city to- 
day. An automobile tour through all 
the Kensington and Richmond dis- 
tricts in the northwest section of the 
town proved that conclusively. In 
that section alone there must have 
been 60,000 persons on the streets who 
would not have been there on a nor- 
mal day. 

Yet with all there was less _ riotin 
than any day iladelphia thas wit- 
nessed since the ine of the car 
men’s strike, There was only one 
sizable fight and not very much dam- 
fige was done in that. 

. The leaders of the strike professed 
to be jubilant over the way that not 
oniy union but non-union workers 
turned out aud behaved themselves. 
Cc, O. Prati, who has led the car men 
from the beginning, sai dtonight: 

“We are more than satisfied. Es- 
pecially are we pleased with the way 
non-union men have been coming out

Expect to Influence Government. 

Pratt was hen asked this question, 
which many persons have been asking 
since the order for the general strike: 
“But suppose ou have 100,000 out to- 
day; suppose you get 200,000 out to- 
morrow (which even you do not claim) 
how is that going to influence the 
Rapid Transit Company in favor of 
the workmen, or how will it foree arbi- 
tration. or some other means of settle- 
ment?” 

“We do not expect to influence the 
transit company,” was the reply. “We 
intend to i:ffuence the government of 
the City of Philade!phia, even though 
it is tied up po...cally to the transit 
compan,. .42 p..ple are the highest 
tribuna. that c.. be uppealed to and 
we figure that the protest of 100,000 or 
more 1aie men and women will 80 
affect the city and the city officials 
that arbitration will be compelled.” 

This was not a very definite answer 
but it was the best Pratt could make. 
Evidently though he was pleased yith 
the day’s showing, in spite of the fact 
that from surface indications the gen- 
eral strike was a fizzle, The strikers, 
especially in the hitherto troublous 
district in the enortheast, seemed to 
regard the day simply as an unexpect- 
ed holiday. ‘the men promenaded the 
streets and swamped the moving pic- 
ture shows in a flood of nickeis and 
dimes. 

May Affect Other Cities. 

There has been a persistent report 
for two or three days that a strike of 
street car workers and indeed of union- 
ists in general might be called in Pitts- 
burg, Chicogo, Omaha, Los Angeles, 
and San Francisco, where the same 
generai financial interests contro) the 


street railways. Pratt was asked about 


this and strove to give the impression 
that it was true. 

“I have received wires from the 
he said. ‘and 1 can say that 
thay have promised not only moral 
support, but much more than ‘that.” 

“Have they promised to go out, if 
needed?”’ he was asked. 

“They thave promised much more 
than moral support,”’ he replied.

This statement

They had not found either the thieves 
or the explosives late tonight, The city 
was somewhat alarmed this morning by 
reports that federal troops were coming 
from Fort Dupont, down the Delaware 
river and from Governor's Island, N.Y. 
It is altogether unlikely that they will. 

A réquest was made by John H, Landis

HEALTH DEPARTMENT REPORT.

The 
seven cases of smallpox have been 
successfully treated, and as it was a 
ver» mild, type, the department had 
no trouble with it, only one case de- 
veloping after the health department 
took the cases in hand,

The city butcher shops have been 
inspected and found to be in generally 
good shape. 

The veterinary and dairy inspector 
reports that the city dairies are all in 
very good shape and that the test of 
milk by the Babcock tester are all

GOSPEL TRUMPETER APPEALS. 
Frank Heffner, the adherent of the 
“Gospel Trumpets” sentenced to a 
month’s imprisonment at Fort Sas- 
katchewan for neglecting to supply 
medical attendance to his thirteen 
year old son, who suffered from a dis 
eased knee, has taken out an appeal 
from the conviction of the magistrates 
Messrs. F. ©. Smith and Julius 
Krause, and it will be heard by his 
honor Judge Taylor at the sitting of 
the district court at Lamont today. 
Heffner was convicted on January 
26th last having unlawfully and 
wilfully, while having charge of his 
son under fourteen years of age, 
neglected him in such a manner as to 
cause him unnecessary suffering and 
serious injury to his health. He was 
fined $75 and $24.25 costs in addition 
to being sentenced to a month’s im- 
prisonment at Fort Saskatchewan. 
The accused, at the trial denied hav- 
ing neglected his child, saying that 
he had prayed and used remedies. He 
did not know that it was necessary to 
have a doctor. It was not in the coun- 
try from which he came. ‘‘Now that 
I know this” he said, “I will get a 
doctor.”” The child had injured his 
knee by a fall, and not receiving pro- 
r treatment it had stiffened render- 
ing the limb useless. Evidence estab- 
lished that the parents had prayed 
over it but used no other effectual 
remedy. Heffner was previously an 
adherent of the Moravian church.

DISCUSS HAIL INSURANCE. 


At the monthly meeting of the East 
Clover Bar Union of the U.F.A. held on 
Monday, February 28th, Hail Insurance 
was the principal topic under discussion ; 
and the eight alternative schemes sub- 
mitted to the local unions by the direc. 
tors were pretty thoroughly debated. In 
the end, the following proposal which 
emanates from the East Clover Bar 
Union, was the one unanimously recom- 
mended for adoption: 

“That the government inaugurate a 
compulsory scheme of insurance against 
damage by hail, to be financed in the 
following way: The first quarter section 
to be exempt from taxation, In the event 
of more than one quarter section being 
owned by any individual, company or 
poration, the second quarter section to 
bear a tax of one cent per acre, and 
every succeeding quarter section and ad- 
ditional tax of one cent per acre until a 
maximum of five cents per acre ie reach- 
ed. In the case of land used for grazing 
purposes, tefi head of horses or cattle or 
thirty head of sheep per quarter section 
toentitle the owner to exemption from 
taxation,” 

This scheme, jt was contended, whilst 
it places no burden whatever upon the 
homesteader or the «mall farmer owning 
one quarter section, and exacta only the 
small sum of $1.60 from the owner of a 
half section, will yet provide more than 
ample funds to cover all the damage by 
hail in the province, which last year 
amounted to $188.028, 

There are in Alberta, it was pointed 
out, 32,760,000 acres of untilled land, 
owned by railway companies and specu- 
lators, held out of cultivation waiting 
for high prices; and it seemed not un- 
reasonable that the owners should be ask- 
ed to contribute a little out of their huge 
prospective profits to a fund for the re- 
lief of the man whose efforts and sacri- 
fices have created the value of their pro- 
perty, when that man is the victim of an 
unavoidable calamity like hail. 

If 10,000,000 acres be deducted from the 
above total, to*allow for untaxable 
C.P.R. lands, a tax of one cent per acre 
Placed upon the rest would produce 
$227,600, which is more than the amount 
paid out last year for hail insurance. 

There will be a special meeting of the 
Union on Thursday, March 10th, at 2 
p.m., when H. Jamieson will attend to 
explain the government's scheme for a 
cooperative pork packing plant.
